Precision Demanded of Engine 


CAPE KEN NEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Sitting in their landing craft 
on the lunar surface, two Apollo 
11 astronauts will stake their 
lives on a single engine that 
must work perfectly at least six 
minutes to rocket them safely 
away from the moon. 
And because of the way the 
landing craft is built, it will be 
impossible to test-fire the motor 
before that critical moment. 
Called an ascent engine, the 
motor is located at the base of 
the lunar module (LM) landing 


craft s cabin section, where as­ 
tronauts Neil A. Armstrong and 
Edwin E. Aldrin Jr. will be 
quartered. 
Until the time of blastoff from 
the moon’s surface, the engine 
is blocked by the LM ’s bottom 
section, containing a braking 
rocket and landing legs. 
The landing section, called the 
descent stage, is to remain on 
the moon, serving as a launch 
pad. 
“ This engine has to work to 
get the crew back into a safe or­ 


bit where they can rendezvous'' 
with astronaut Michael Collins 
in the Apollo 11 command ship, 
said mission director George H. 
Hage. 
The 3,500-pound-thrust ascent 
engine is to be fired at 1:55 p.m. 
EDT July 21 for 7 minutes, 18 
seconds Sixty-nine seconds be­ 
fore Armstrong and Aldrin blast 
off, Collins will have sped di­ 
rectly overhead in the command 
ship. 
If all goes well, the ascent en­

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Army National Guard, some- 
tin»es criticii»d for spotty lead­ 
ership, IS setting up machinery 
to weed out weak senior offi­ 
cers 
Starting next year, it was 
learned, 
three-man 
selection 
boards will meet in every state 
to review annually the records 
of officers with 20 years or more 
of service 
The boards, to include regular 
Army as well as Guard officers, 
will decide who stays and who 
should be dropped 
National Guard bureau offi­ 
cials said this means about 4,000 
to 5,000 lieutenant colonals and 
coloneb will be scrutinized each 
year. Veteran warrant officers 
also will be subject to annual re­ 
view. 
But guard generals are ex­ 
empt from what is called “se­ 
lective retention” 
Officials said officers below 
the rank of lieutenant colonel al­ 
ready are subject to periodic 
consideration concerning possi­ 
ble promotion, but until now 
lieutenant colonels and colonels 
have not had to undergo this 
sort <rf review. 
Creation of the board is the 
latest action taken in rec'ent 
years to strengthen the Army 
Guard officer corps.

border, the war remained in the 
lull that began June 21 and was 
broken only by the siege of the 
Ben Het Special Forces camp in 
the central highlands in late 
June. 
U.S. spokesmen said they 
have no indication that the lull , 
signifies a de-escalation by the 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong. They said it may be an­ 
other pause during which the 
enemy forces are readying for 
new attacks. 
U.S. Navy patrol boats fought 
six skirmishes during the night 
with small groups of North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong troops 
along the banks of the Oriental 
River southwest of Tay Ninh 
City. 
An American source said the 
naval patrols, which recently 
have been stepped up along the 
river, encountered small groups 
in the water or firing from the 
shore. 
There was no immediate word 
on casualties. 
Tay Ninh, 50 miles northwest 
of Saigon, is named in recently 
captured documents, prisoner 
reports and other intelligence as 
a main target. The refugee- 
packed city has been hit twice 
in the last six weeks by enemy 
forces that got into its outlying 
districts before being repulsed. 
U.S. intelligence officers say 
elements of the Viet Cong’s vet­ 
eran 9th Division and other ene­ 
my units are known to be con­ 
verging on the city apparently 
for a new attack. Enemy troops 
have been detected frequently 
on recent nights trying to cross 
the Oriental River in sampans 
or by swimming. 
The U.S. Command also re­ 
ported that American troops 
killed 12 enemy soldiers in two 
small clashes southeast and 
northeast of Tay Ninh late Sun­ 
day. At least two B52 strikes 
were flown against enemy base 
camps and supply areas in the 
province. 
The big Air Force bombers 
flew five other missions over­ 
night, about their daily average, 
a U.S. spokesman said. 
The Marines leaving from Da 
Nang are the first of three bat­ 
talions of the 9th Regiment that 
are to be gone from Vietnam by 
Aug. 30. The regiment is moving 
to Okinawa. 
U.S. spokesmen said the units 
to depart Tuesday will include 
headquarters troops of the 9th 
Infantry Division s 2nd Brigade, 
and part of the 3rd Battalion.

Around the globe Sunday, 
churchgoers intoned prayers for 
a safe journey for the astro­ 
nauts. 
“ God of a million, million 
wonders,” said the Rev. Paul 
H.A. Noren in a service at the 
White House, “ we ask Thy di­ 
vine protection for our space 
pioneers who will soon make 
footprints on the moon.” 
Pope Paul, speaking extempo­ 
raneously from the window of 
the papal palace at Castel Gan- 
dolfo in Italy, said: “ Let us de 
vote our thought to the astro­ 
nauts.” 
“ Science and technique mani­ 
fest themselves in such an in­ 
comparable and audacious way 
as to mark the peak of their 
conquests and to allow for the 
forecast of more conquests of 
which even the imagination fails 
to dream now,” the Pope said. 
“ Science fiction comes true. 
Man is at the center of this un­ 
dertaking and appears to us as 
a giant, appears to us as divine, 
not in himself but in his princi­ 
ple and in his destiny.” 
The three astronauts spent 
most of Sunday in the crew 
quarters, but Armstrong and 
Collins took an hour each for 
some flying in conventional 
craft. They had planned to go to 
the beach, but rain intervened. 
Armstrong practiced moon 
landings in a helicopter while 
Collins flew a T38 jet trainer.

Deplore Treatment of Prisoners 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
For weeks now there have been 
rumors the Paris pe«;e talks 
may 
be 
close 
to 
some 
agreement 
concerning 
the 
26,000 Vietnam prisoners of 
war, 97 per cent of which are 
the enemy’s. These rumors, 
apparently, are false. 
Richard Capen, public affairs 
director 
for 
the 
assistant 
secretary of defense, says that 
although the United States has 
repeatedly stated its hope to 
discuss 
“ any 
prisoner 
proposal,” 
North 
Vietnam 
officials have not responded. 


He puts it this way: 
‘‘President 
Nixon, 
the 
secretary of defense and many 
others have made it perfectly 
clear we are willing to consider 
any offer the North Vietnamese 
might make in this issue. 
Anything at all. But they just 
haven’t budged a bit. They 
won’t so much as tell us how 
many of our men they are 
holding.” 


Capen 
guesses 
that 
the 
number of U.S. prisoners in 
Vietnam is “ around 1,000.” He 
says more than 330 prisoners 
have definitely been identified 
(u s u a lly 
from 
North 
Vietnam ese propaganda 


photos) 
— 
and 
there 
are 
another 970 troops listed as 
missing in action. This makes 
1,300 possible prisoners. 
The 
enemy’s 
failure 
to 
identify U.S. captives is, says 
Capen, 
a 
violation 
of 
the 
Geneva Convention on war 
captives. 
But, 
he 
adds, 
somewhat bitterly, that it is 
only one of the convention 
mandates being violated: 
“ North Vietnam signed the 
Geneva Convention 
And so 
they agreed to treat prisoners 
humanely. 
Specifically, 
they 
agreed to (1) make available 
names of all prisoners; (2) 
release all the sick and injured; 
(3 ) 
allow 
for 
impartial 
inspections 
of 
prisoner 
facilities; and (4) allow mail 
privileges. 
“ So far, they haven’t stuck to 
one 
of 
these 
points. 
Mail 
privileges, for example, are 
almost nil. They are supposed 
to 
allow 
each 
captive 
a 
minimum of two letters home a 
month; yet, in fact, they’ve only 
allowed about 1(X) to correspond 
at all, and their average output 
has been about two letters a 
year.” 
Capen 
says 
the 
enemy 
attitude is “ insensitive” — and 
adds: 


“ I 
just 
don’t 
understand 
North Vietnam’s reasons. It’s 
intolerable I don’t think I’ve 
ever 
been 
involved 
with 
something 
so 
difficult, 
frustrating and tragic as this. 
These men (the POWs) are 
helpless people. Some 500 of 
them have been captive or 
missing now for over two years. 
Others for as long as five years. 
Why should they be made to 
suffer more‘s It’s terrible.” 


Equally angry is Rep. Burt 
Talcott (R-Calif ), a former Air 
Force 
officer, 
a 
14-month 
prisoner of war during World 
War 
II 
and 
now 
the 
representative 
of 
a district 
which 
includes 
about 
50 
families of Vietnam POWs. 


“ The North Vietnamese are 
turning out to be the most 
heinous captors in history. Even 
Hitler’s Nazis were not as bad. 
There was plenty of prisoner 
misery during World War II, but 
nothing to compare with North 
Vietnam’s actions,” he says. 


“ Think of the families of 
these men, not even knowing 
whether their son or husband is 
dead or alive. It’s unforgiveable, 
bestial; it’s unbelieveable.” 
Talcott’s 
adjectives 
also 


condemn the enemy’s apparent 
“ brutish physical treatment of 
our men” 
He admits that not much is 
known about the treatment of 
American prisoners, but adds 
that what is known is not 
encouraging. Photographs of 
prisoners, for instance, indicate 
such things as chronic injuries, 
excessive 
weight 
loss 
and 
mental 
mani pul at i on. 
Published 
interviews 
with 
prisoners indicate isolation and 
brain numbing tec’hniques are 
being used. 


Rep. Takott, frankly, is not 
overly optimistic about any 
change in the North Vietname^ 
attitude at any time soon. 
Neither 
is 
the 
Defense 
Department. The feeling is the 
enemy 
is 
using 
American 
prisoners as another part of the 
terrorist strategy it employs in 
its guerrilla warfare. 
“ Actually,” says one defense 
specialist, “ I don't think we’ll 
get our men back until the war 
is all over. And then who knows 
how many will return — 1,000, 
500, less? With their lives in the 
hands of those characters (the 
North Vietnamese), it’s hard to 
even estimate how many can 
survive.”

nu mber of robins will mov e in 
to feed on the larv ae. 
Sto red Gra in 
Newly harv ested grain shou ld 
be check ed ev ery fou r to six 
week s for the presence of 
stored 
grain 
insects, 
if 
malathion grain protectant is 
not ad d ed when the grain was 
pu t into the bin. Grain that has 
been in a bin ov er a y ear shou ld 
also be check ed , ev en thou gh it 
may hav e been treated when it 
was pu t in the bin. The grain 
shou ld continu e to be check ed 
u ntil the temperatu re of the 
grain mass has cooled d own to 
6 0 
d egrees 
or 
less.

WASfflNGTON (AP) - De­ 
ployment of an antiballistic mis­ 
sile system and extension of the 
surtax are not the only issues 
before Congress. The makeup of 
the Washington Police Band, 
runaway children and the test­ 
ing of foot doctors must also be 
considered. 
F'or Congress, besides being 
the world’s greatest deliberative 
body—to use its favorite self-de­ 
scription—is also the world’s 
largest city council when it 
comes to the District of Colum­ 
bia. 
Twice a month the House of 
Representatives puts aside the 
loftier concerns of legLslation 
and focuses its attention on the 
city around it. 
Today being such a day the 
House tackled deciding whether 
to let members of the U S Park 
Police and the White House po­ 
lice forces participate in the 
Metropolitan F^olice Department 
band. 
A n o t h e r 
determination 
should the District of Columbia 
enter into a compact with Mary­ 
land and Virginia to help round 
up and return runaway juve­ 
niles to their homes in those 
states. 
Should foot doctors in the cap­ 
ital have to pass a District of 
Columbia test in order to be li­ 
censed or should they be able to 
take a nationally prepared test'^ 
The issue was before the House.

So were the questions of 
whether a widow who married a 
retired D C. policeman after he 
was retired is entitled to Police 
Department retirement bene­ 
fits, and whether 14-year-old 
children in the district should be 
allowed to work until 10 p.m.

generally 
rushed through the House in a 
matter of minutes with only a 
handful of members present. 
There are exceptions, howev­ 
er.

The bills come from the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia Committee, a 
legislative slum area of such lit­ 
tle allure that members fre­ 
quently have to be dragooned by 
the leadership to fill vacancies.

Mu tu al Funds Fall Flat 
In Performance Category 


Withdrawal of Medicaid 
Support by A M A Sought

NKW YORK (AP) 
Many 
highly regarded mutual funds 
that less than a year ago were 
the rage of the Stock market an* 
now performing so poorly that 
their losses far exceed the de­ 
cline in the market af a whole 
Their performance or lack of 
it seems to puncture many 
widely held beliefs regarding 
the ability of funds to outper­ 
form the market In fact, the 
poor showing of the funds seems 
to have intensified the recent 
market drop 
Many of the declines in asset 
value per share were more than 
20 per cent during the first half 
of the year, and some losses 
even exceeded 30 per cent In 
the same period the N Y Stock 
Kxchange Index fell only 8 1 per 
cent 
Heavily emphasized in the 
funds’ sales literature Is the as- 
suranc*e that money invested in 
their shares will be profession­ 
ally managed, the inference 
being that the investor will have 
more protection than if he in­ 
vested on his own 
A fee is 
charged for this management 
So poor has been the record of 
the majonty of funds that the 
compilation of “ best perform­ 
ers” is really a list of funds that 
have suffer^ the smallest loss­ 
es Only one major fund seems 
to have managed a gain in the 
six months 
Some of the severest declines 
were suffered by funds that not 
many months ago were sur­ 
rounded by an aura of c*ertain 
success after seemingly crack­ 
ing the code that marked the 
route to profits 
The highly touted Knterpn.se 
Fund, which in 1967 ran up an 
astonishing gain of more than 
113 per cent, dropped 20 3 per 
cent in asset value per share 
dunng the first half of 1969 
The Fletcher Capital Fund 
and the Fletcher Fund, which 
are managed by the same firm 
that guides Enterprise, regis­ 
tered losses of 24.8 per cent and 


27 6 per cent respectively. These 
josses have deepended since 
June 30. 
Statistics compiled by the Nu- 
veen Corporation, a brokerage 
house, reveal a story that ap­ 
parently belies some of the pop­ 
ular claims of the funds, such as 
their alleged ability to cushion 
losses for small investors. 
Nuveen analyzed the perform­ 
ance of 327 funds with assets in 
excess of $1 million. Of these, 
only the Templeton Growth 
Fund managed to increase its 
as.set value in the six months, 
advancing by 8.7 per cent. The 
other 326 declined 
In fact, only 51 of the funds 
managed to do better than the 
Dow Jones Industrial Average; 
that IS. they managed to hold 
their losses to less than 7.5 per 
cent

g etting in the way o f crews attempting to 
remo v e fallen trees and wires and utility 


co mpany wo rkers labo ring to resto re 
serv ices. 
It g o t so bad that o ne ex asperated 
resident put a sig n o n a pile o f tree limbs, 
smashed picnic tables and o ther litter: 
“ Genuine Lakewo o d Sto rm So uv enirs 
fo r Sale.”

Free Mailing Priv ileg es fo r ABM

WASHINGTON — The qu estion of ju st how far a 
senator can go in u sing his free mailing priv ileges 
has been raised by an ABM propaganda campaign

Bob is gu ng-ho for the Anti-Ballistic Missile 
sy stem. His fellow Repu blican from Kansas, Jim 
Pearson, is equ ally against. Pearson has been 
su bjected to intense pressu re from the Nix on 
administration to change his v ote, inclu ding a 
warning from a Wichita airplane manu factu rer that 
Pentagon orders wou ld be cu t off u nless Pearson 
v otes right. 
In contrast. Sen Dole has been sending ou t 
literatu re for the ABM in which he solicits fu nds on 
behalf of the “American Secu rity Cou ncil. ” 
P^u rthermore, Sen. Dole has been mailing this 
literatu re ou tside the state of Kansas. The u se of the 
free franking priv ilege to raise fu nds wou ld appear 
to be u nethical, possibly illegal, thou gh the law is 
not clear.

The President’s trip, swift thou gh it will be, may 
prov ide him with fresh on-the-scene insights as to 
the Asians’ v iew of these cru cial matters.

“ Yo u feel a bit more hu mble 
in the fact that y ou ’v e been v ery 
blessed in receiv ing things that 
ma y be y ou p ersonally wanted ,’’ 
he sa y s. “ I think y ou hav e to

a s a n obligation ... to rep ay for 
the op p ortu nity by serv ice to 
other p eop le.’’ 
Ald rin, a blu e^ed man with 
reced ing blond hair, is a mu scu ­ 
lar, agile ex -football p lay er who 
works almost as hard to stay in 
shap e now as he d id when he 
p lay ed center on the 1947 New 
Jersey high school champ ion­ 
ship team. 
He has a high bar in the back 
y ard of his home near the 
Manned Sp acecraft Center and 
freq u ently goes throu gh gy m­ 
nastic rou tine. He also p ole 
v au lts, a skill he first learned in 
high school. 
Ald rin cou ld stick a “d octor” 
in front of his name, bu t nev er

KANSAS Q TY (AP) - The 
Kansas City* Chiefs, who over­ 
came a rash of injuries which 
nearly wrecked their offense to 
win more games than they ever 
had in the 1968 regular season, 
begin retooling for the 1969 pro 
football season this week. 
Coach Hank Stram assembles 
his rookies and a handful of 
veterans at William Jewell Col­ 
lege in nearby Liberty, Mo., 
Wednesday to open summer 
training camp. 
The remainder of the veterans 
report either Saturday or next 
Monday, when the camp roster 
reaches its full complement of 
84 players. 
Less than half that number still 
willt)e listed on the active roster 
when the Chiefs open their 1969 
season Sept. 14 at San Diego. 


Stram has outlined as the 
Chiefs’ principal goals in sum­ 
mer training to regain the of­ 
fensive timing which suffered 
from the loss of key regulars to 
injury last year, the switching 
of vets Curtis McClinton and 
Fred Arbanas to new positions 


and the infusion of three highly- 
touted rookies — James Marsa­ 
lis, Ed Podolak and Jack Rud- 
nay. 
“ We know we will be an im­ 
proved football team, but we al­ 
so know the competition won’t 
be standing still,” Stram says. 
“ We can be better and still not 
equal our 12-2 record of 1968.” 
The Chiefs tied Oakland for the 
American Football League’s 
Western Division championship 
last season, then lost a playoff 
game, 41-6, to the Raiders. 
Len Dawson returns for his 
13th pro season — eighth with 
Kansas City — and Stram says, 
in his opinion, there is none bet­ 
ter. 
Podolak, No. 2 draft choice 
from Iowa, will challenge vet­ 
erans Mike Garrett, Bert Coan 
and Paul Lowe at halfback, 
while 1968 rookie sensation Rob­ 
ert Holmes and Wendell Hayes 
will fight for the fullback spot. 


With wide receivers Otis Tay­

Minutemen's 
Boss Puts Up 
$150,000 Bond 


ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) 
— Bond of $150,000 has been set 
for Robert B. De Pugh, leader 
of the militant right-wing Min- 
utemen organization who was 
captured by F B I agents near a 
desert hideout. 
De Pugh and an aide, Walter 
P. Peyson, were lodged in the 
Albuquerque city jail, charged 
with conspiracy to rob four 
banks in the Seattle, Wash., 
area. Peyson’s bond was set at 
$20,000. 
De Pugh, 46, and Peyson, 27 
were arraigned Sunday before 
U.S. Commissioner Robert Mc­ 
Coy, who set bond. 
The FB I said De Pugh and 
Peyson were heavily armed 
when arrested Saturday night 
on a deserted stretch of U.S. 85 
near an isolated house in the 
New Mexico desert south of 
Truth or Consequences where 
they had been hiding. 
McCoy said the pair asked at 
their arraignment to be allowed 
to defer a decision on whether 
to waive a removal hearing to 
the western Washington federal 
judicial district. He said they in­ 
dicated they would retain legal 
counsel. 
The FB I said De Pugh and 
Peyson were arrested on war­ 
rants issued Feb. 20, 1968, in 
Seattle, Wash., on the basis of 
indictments returned by a feder­ 
al grand jury. Agents said the 
conspiracy involved seven other 
Seattle area men. The money, 
agents said, was reportedly to 
be used by the Minutemen to fi­ 
nance preparations fw “ a vi­ 
olent revolution when the Com­ 
munists take over this country.” 


Heat Considered 
Severe in Prison 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (AP) - 
Marion County jail officials 
think the 718 prisoners may be 
getting a little too much punish­ 
ment. 
The four-year-old facility was 
built without air conditioning 
and jail commander Elarl Gille- 
land says summertime temper­ 
ature tops 100 degrees in cell 
blocks. 
Prisoners were cutting off 
coveralls to beat the heat, so 
jail officers passed out walking 
shorts.
